{W pos berties, our ſelves, and whatſoever we can ſtile ours, (next to rods 
infinite mcrcies) to the goodneſle of His Majeſtie, and to the great 
care and indefatigable pains of the Honourable Parliament ; To the one 
for diſcovering the variety of oppreſs1ons, that had almoſt over-whelmed 
us, and for preparing and adviſing apt remedies ; To the other, for craving 


their wholſome Councells with ableſſed Fiat, wherein the joynt Acts of 


a good King and fai:htull Councell, have ſo apparantly concurrd to the ge- 
nerall good, that we cannot but look upon all ſnch (as unworthy of futare 
happineſſe) who doadmait for currant, that dangerous and diſloyall diſtin- 
tion; viz. For the King, or for the Parliament. 

Our loyall affections and judgements will not permit us to ſtile them 
true Patriots, and lovers of their Countrie, thatare not cordially affected 
toour Crracious Soveraign , nor them good Subjects , that diſaffect Parlia- 
ments; The King and Parliament being hike Hipocrates twins, they maſt 

laugh and cry, liveanddie together, and both of them are fo rooted in our 


hearts, that we cannot disjoyn them. 


| Wherefore we declare , Thar according to our Allegiance, andour ſolemn Proteſtation (our wices being in 
Heaven) we are reſolved to ſpend our lives and fortunes, in the defence and ſervice of both, in maintenance 
| of His Majeſties Royall Perſon, Honour and Preregative, and in preſervation of the Parliament, and 
| juſt Priviledges thereof, of our true and undoulted Religion, Laws, Propricties, and Liberties, which are 
depoſited for our uſe and avail inthar great and viſe Councell, we being confident, that neither Kihg, nor 

SubjeR, nor Religion, nor Liberty cancomfortibly ſurvive the ruine and deſtruction of that great Body. 


And we further profeſſe our ſelves Enemies to all thoſe (yhoever they be) who ſhall be found Agents in making 
our wounds deeper, by feſtring and fomenting theunfortunate Miſtakes, and fearfull Jealouſies betwixt the 
head and body, His Majeſtie and His Parliament, And which (continuing at this diftanee) doth threaten 


the fabrick of this bleſſed Government, with the loſſe of all His Majeſties Kingdoms and Dominions.
